Mrs. Ackermann moved to the county 
about four years ago and has two young 
children. 


Two more candidates nominated 


Kay Manderville - Liberal 


Two weeks ago, the auditorium at 
Belleville’s Centennial School was 
filled to overflowing with Progressive 
Conservatives, gathered to name their 
candidate for the expected federal 
election. 


Last week, it was the Liberal’s turn to 
fill the same auditorium with their 
voting delegates. 


An orchestra, resplendent in red 
jackets, led off the proceedings and the 
hall was decorated with red and white 
posters bearing the picture of their 
leader, Prime Minister Pierre Elliot 
Trudeau. 


Just before the opening of the 
program, handpainted signs for Kay 
Manderville, the only nominee, were 
hastily put up, bearing such slogans as 
‘Don’t delay, Vote for Kay’ ... ‘Special K’ 
.. and ‘Have it Your Way ... Vote for 
Kay’. 

Because there was only one 
nomination, the meeting had none of 
the election suspense generated at the 
PC meeting. Randy LaMarre, the other 
Liberal contender, withdrew from the 
race about a week before. 


Kay Manderville was acclaimed by the 
more than 600 delegates present. 


Mrs. Manderville, 43, is a lecturer in 
the department of anatomy at Queen’s 
University. She is the wife of a local 
doctor and the mother of four children, 
who were welcomed on the platform 
with loud applause. 


‘Why should I run for political office, 
why does anyone look for this 
responsibility?’ she asked. And her 
answer — ‘This is the time for all people 
to get involved ... to make known what 
they want in the way of reforms.’ 


‘I believe our political systems are not 
working. There are problems between 
countries and between provinces.’ She 
pointed out that the British North 
America Act had been passed before 
Canada already had a west ... ‘No 
wonder the west feels alienated ... and 
so does Quebec.’ 


‘We in Ontario who have gained so 
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Deseronto’s business section ... seen from the waterfront .. 


Don Wilson - NDP 


Monday night, the New Democratic 
Party nominated its candidate for Prince 
Edward-Hastings in the upcoming 
federal election ... Don Wilson, farmer, 
teacher, theologist and world traveller, 
..at a meeting held in the Hotel Quinte, 
Belleville. 


This was the third nomination in the 
riding over the past couple of weeks and 
Mr. Wilson will be running against Jack 
Ellis, MP, for the Progressive 
Conservatives, and Kay Manderville for 
the Liberals. 


Both the ‘Tories’ and the ‘Grits’ filled 
the large auditorium at Centennial 
School with their delegates at their 
nomination meetings. 


The NDP group was much smaller, but 
it was the kind of crowd which listened 
with attention and interest to the long 
acceptance speech by the candidate, 
giving them his reasons why he thought 
the NDP was a ‘creditable option ... a 
viable choice for the electors of this 
riding.” 

‘My basic reason for running,’ he told 
them, ‘is a sense of outrage at what 
governments are doing to people.’ 


‘Our inflation rate has tripled in 10 
years and our per capita debt has risen 
from $20 to $500 for each Canadian. 
And, recently, Trudeau has borrowed 
another five billion dollars to bail us 
out.’ 

‘For many months now, the NDP has 
been hammering home the problems of 
the economy and unemployment. The 
basic situation behind these problems is 
the energy problem.’ 


‘Canadian are the greatest users and 
abusers of energy in the world ... we are 
energy alcoholics and we are headed in 
the nuclear direction. This,’ he pointed 
out, ‘is not going to promote jobs.’ 


‘The vast expenditures on nuclear and 
oil research drain capital which could be 
used in other ways. They tie up vast sums 
over long periods before becoming 
productive. We could be developing 
alternate energy sources, such as solar, 
wind and propane energy.’

There is a handy marina for tourists to 
stop and gas up. But there is little to 


induce them to come up from the 
waterfront to the business section to 
shop. 


The direction sign for SHOPPING 
leans over at the beginning of a footpath 
that is singularly unattractive. It goes up 
to the railway track littered with old tin 
cans, bottles and other junk. Once over 
the tracks, there is a steep climb up a 
gravelly embankment and more scrub 
grass. When you get to the top, there are 
no indications of which way to take..left 
or right..to get to certain stores. 


The Deseronto and District Business 
Association wants the trade boaters can 
bring into town. They have asked 
council to investigate the possibility of 
having local stores open on the July 1 
holiday when the Deseronto Lions Club 
is sponsoring the boat races here. 


And a spring clean up in town was 
recommended at the last meeting of 
Town Council. Streets and Parks 
Committee is going to be discussing it. 


Maybe a good place to start would be 
the ‘back yard’ water visitors see first. An 
attractive foot path, easy to follow, 
could be a good springtime project. 


How to catch the bus 


Cost of using the bus is 35 cents a mile, 
plus driver's wage s if one is supplied. 
The driver has to have a special licence 
now, because of the new driv er 
categories established by the Ministry of 
Transportation and Communications. If 
a group doesn’t have a licensed driver of 
its own, one is supplied and the wages 
are added to the 35 cents a mile. 


‘We have to charge for it, but we don’t 
want to give anyone the impression it’s a 
commercial venture,’ Mr. Layfield said. 


A licence for a commercial vehicle 
could run as high as $500. Licence for the 
recreation bus is only $2, because the 
bus is owned by a municipality and its 
use is limited. 

‘People don’t realize the true cost per 
mile,’ Mr. Layfield pointed out. ‘The gas 
costs 17 or 18 cents a mile. Insurance is 
high and so is upkeep. The fee to us just 
covers the cost.”

Don Ellis, Shannonville, . local 
chairman of the Hastings Prince Edward 
advisory board tothe Canadian National 
Institute for the Blind, attended the 25th 
annual meeting held in Toronto 
recently. 


Premier William Davis, guest speaker, 
announced that the CNIB national 
library service would be the recipient of 
a $500,000 Wintario grant. 


Mr, Ellis said that this was the first 
donation to the estimated two million 
dollar campaign to raise funds for the 
library conversion. The grant represents 
one half of the cost of the Ontario 
campaign. 

The present talking book service will 
eventually be converted to a newer, 
more efficient 4 track cassette system. 
The service provides free library book 
service to Canada’s blind and is 
operated out of the Toronto office of 
the CNIB.

The word ‘Paté’ is derived from paté, 
which means pastry or dough. It is 
understandable, therefore, that Paté 
should apply only to dishes completely 
enclosed in pastry and baked in the 
oven. The real Paté can be made with 
salmon or lobster, pheasant or rabbit, 
beef or lamb — almost any kind of fish 
or meat. 


Probably the most famous of them all 
are the Périgord and Strasbourg Patés, 
which usually include truffles and ‘foie 
gras’ (the liver of force-fed geese). 
These patés are made in France, and 
exported and expensive! 


Some of us are familiar with the type 
of preparation where the meat mixture 
is placed in a dish or mould lined with

strips of pork fat and then baked. This is 
a ‘Terrine’, which is always served cold, 
while the real Paté can be served hot or 
cold. 


Common usage has applied the term 
‘Paté’ to both types of dishes, without 
distinction. To further confuse 
everyone, very often a meat spread 
(usually containing liver) is also given 
the name of Paté. 


The best course of action when eating 
in a restaurant is to ignore the terms on 
the menu — and order, regardless! 


Mock Paté 

Coarse liverwurst, 1 Ib. 

Chicken broth, ¥% cup 

Unflavoured gelatin, 1 envelope 
Brandy, 3 tbsps. 

Black olives, finely chopped, % cup 
Bay leaves, whole, 4 - 6 


— Heat broth, add gelatin. Remove 
from heat and stir until gelatin dissolves. 
— In large bowl mash liverworst with a 
fork, add broth, brandy and olives. 
Blend well. 

— Soften bay leaves by letting them soak 
in hot water for a few minutes. Arrange 
them in a decorative fashion in a well- 
oiled, small mold. 

— Pack the meat mixture in the mold. 
Refrigerate until firm or overnight. 

— Unmold and servé with Mini-Toasts, 
or unsalted crackers. 


This appetizer will keep several days if 
well covered, and will serve 10 - 12 


people.

She stressed the need for having more 
faith in ourselves ... ‘We're saving our 
money, fearful of failing, when the very 
thing we need to be doing is investing 
and having faith in ourselves.’ 


She said it was morally wrong to hire 
off-shore labour, ‘when our own people 
won't do the job. Canada is a rich 
country, but we have become snobbish 
about jobs - about what is respectable to 
do and what isn’t.’ 


It was announced at the meeting that 
the local association is planning to 
spend $25,000 on the federal election 
campaign.

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Sweden he pointed out, is putting two 
thirds of its research money into 
alternative energy sources, but Hydro 
and the Ontario and Federal 
government are putting all their eggs in 
one basket — nuclear — and ‘Jack Ellis 
wants to put all the eggshells here in 
Hastings County.’ 


Mr. Wilson has been very active in 
fighting the proposals for nuclear 
dumps in this area. ‘We defeated it in 
Madoc, .and we'll defeat them in 
Marmora,’ he said. ‘There is no place 
here for nuclear waste dumps and the 
environmental risks are entirely 
unacceptable.’ 


He deplored the loss of the small 
communities which had been 
independent and self sustaining 
entities. 


‘When I was growing up, just north of 
here, we had schools, churches, aco-op 
cheese factory, a blacksmith, stores and 
other businesses which provided 
employment. Today, there is nothing of 
that left. The social fabric of the small 
community has been gutted.’ 


And he was critical of the position 
small farmers are in today. ‘What's 
wrong with being a small farmer?’ he 
asked. ‘Why do the marketing boards 
always work for big farmers?’ 


‘We do not have enough cheese to 
meet export needs but some farmers are 
pouring milk down holes because 
there’s no quota for it. One local cheese 
factory was without milk for three 
months.”

Deseronto has passed its budget for 1978

Hastings board of education cuts 
costs by energy saving programs 


Everybody's ‘beefing’ about school 
taxes these days. With lower 
enrollments and reduced provincial 
grants, more of the financial load is 
falling on local property owners and 
they want to know just what is being 
done about it 


The Hastings County School Board 
has been well in the forefront of doing 
something about reducing costs and, at 
the same time, conserving precious 
energy. And their efforts so far have 
paid off to the tune of almost $200,000 
savings on this year’s budget 


How has this been accomplished? 
Well, take lighting for one example. The 
board has had a program underway 
since 1969 to replace incandescent 
fixtures with more efficient forms of 
lighting. This program is almost 
complete now and accounts for an 
annual saving of about $100,000. 


“Some years ago, when there was alot 
of new school construction, designers 
tended to go overboard. The policy on 
lighting was the brighter the better. But 
it doesn’t quite work that way. 
Sometimes too much light can create 
glare,’ says Lyle Decaire, controller of 
the plant for the Hastings Board. ‘by 
changing incandescent lights for other 
types, we can increase lighting levels 
and decrease power consumption. 
An additional saving is that the life 
expectation of lamps in light fixtures is 
increased.” 


Another area where considerable 
savings are being accomplished is in 
heating and air handling units. 


A special project was carried out at 
Centennial Secondary School 


‘Centennial is fully air conditioned 
and automated,’ Mr. Decaire said. ‘The 
plans prepared when it was built in 1967 
were revamped to improve the control 
systems. Improvements undertaken 
were things for which capital 
investment would be returned in a 
relatively short time... in five or six years 
There are long-term things possible but 
we are concentrating on things for 
short-term savings,’ Mr. Decaire said 


‘Reducing the consumption of water 
is another energy-saver, he pointed 
out. This is being accomplished by use 
of flow limiting devices and night and 
weekend shut down. $10,000 a year is the 
saving from this program 


Window replacements account for 
$12,000 savings. ‘Some are obsolete and 
we can’t replace parts. There are 
maintenance problems which are 
eliminated with new windows. And 
replacement saves energy as well as 
maintenance costs.’ 


The total Hastings school ‘plant’ has 
2.3 million square feet of buildings and 
they are spread out in various areas over 
650 acres...a square mile... of land 


Mr. Decaire calls his job of 
maintenance and operation a real 
challenge...’but it has its frustrations 
He is a civil engineering graduate from 
Queen's and had seven years 
experience at the physical plants at 
Queen’s and at St. Lawrence College 
He has been with the Hastings Board for 
the past year 


But the board is getting co-operation 
from schools 


In view of the success of the energy 
conservation projects, the board is now 
considering a special project for Bayside 
Secondary School, similar to the 
overhaul project at Centennial 


Also up for consideration is the 
adoption of standards for heating and 
cooling; lighting levels, quality and 
quantity, which are being considered at 
this week’s meeting of the board. These 
standards could establish guidelines as 
something to work toward. 


‘A lot of research has been put into 
lighting and the standards have been 
adopted from those recommended by 
the Illuminating Engineering Society,’ 
Mr. Decaire siad. ‘The basis for setting 
lighting standards years ago is almost

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EDITORIAL 


A recent editorial in the Kingston 
Whig Standard pointed out some 
interesting facts to illustrate that interest 
is crippling Canadians. 


The national debt is approaching $100 
billion and now stands at $9,000 for 
every worker in the country. Far from 
paying it off, the government has to 
scramble to meet the interest payments. 


And the Canadian is getting hard hit 
by interest payments in his personal life 
too. Take the person who has borrowed 
$30,000 on a [5-year mortgage. At 112% 
interest, the borrower will pay $63,072in 
monthly payments. That’s a pay out of 
$1.10 in interest for every $1 paid on the 
principal. 
The editorial points out that the Bank 
of Canada has increased its basic bank 
rate twice in recent weeks and that 


interest rates which money lenders 
charge for consumer loans are 
commonplace at 12 to 14 per cent. 


With interest rates like that, it isn’t 
likely too many Canadians are going to 
take the Finance Minister's suggestion 
to run out and spend money...if they 
have to borrow it...even if they would 
save on sales tax by buying within the 
next few months. 


Borrowing $5,000 to buy a new car 
now would save you $150 in sales tax, 
but would cost you $1,000 in interest 
over the next three years. 


If the government really wants to 
stimulate consumer buying, and wants 
us all to get further in debt than we now 
are, something should be done to lower 
interest rates, before we all go under. 


ANOTHER ‘SHOCK’ FROM HYDRO 
Proposing another rate increase 


Ontario Hydro today proposed an 
average increase of 9.8 per cent in rates 
to cover the cost of delivering wholesale 

power from January I, 1979. 


The proposed increase in wholesale 
rates will probably result in the majority 
of Ontario’s 334 municipal utilities 
increasing their retail rates in 1979. 


Using the 9.8 per cent average, a 
municipal residential customer who 
does not have electric heating and who 
uses 750 kilowatt-hours a month can 
expect to pay about $2 a month more 
next year. A customer using electricity 
for all purposes, including heating, will 
pay about $5 a month. However, 
Hydro’s Board of Directors advised the 
Minister of Energy that the actual 

percentage increase could vary with 

each utility’s demand, energy use and 
supply conditions. 


The proposed 1979 increase to Hydro’s 
more than 100 direct industrial 
customers is 10.1 per cent. 


In a letter to the Minister of Energy, 


Ontario Hydro President Doug Gordon 
said it was possible that the proposed 
1979 increases could be moderated. 


‘Largely as a consequence of 
unexpected sales during the U.S. coal 
strike, the application of the anti- 
inflation net margin test to forecasted 
1978 revenues may well result in ‘excess 
revenues’ for this year in the order of 
$130 million. To the extent that this does 
materialize, it will be available to 
moderate the effect of the rate increase 
for 1979,’ he said. 


In comparison, final financial results 
for 1977 show revenues were $122 million 
above the anti-inflation guidelines, $14 
million more than predicted. This 
amount will be added to the rebates 
currently being made on 1978 bills, 
which effectively reduces the 1978 
wholesale rate increase from 9.5 per 
cent to 2 per cent. 


The 1979 rates proposal will be 
reviewed at public hearings in July 
before a panel of the Ontario Energy 
Board.

Will overtime cost more than fourth cop? 


Most of the items on the budget passed 
by Deseronto Council Monday night 
showed an increase over last year. 


One significant exception was the 
amount budgeted for ’Protection to 
Persons and Property (police, fire and 
animal control)’. In 1977, the town spent 
$120,860. This year’s budget is $119,513, a 
drop of $1,347. 


Until a few months ago, the town had 
a four-man force. Constable Brian 
Cowan was injured on duty and unable 
to stay with the force. He has not been 
replaced. 


‘The town is not planning to hire a 
fourth man for the force,’ Clerk- 


treasurer Carman Milligan told the 
Scanner Monday night. 


A few weeks ago, when Police Chief 
Carl Beattie handed in his resignation, 
to take effect this summer, he pointed 
out that if Deseronto has to pay police 
time and a half overtime to keep 
someone on duty 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week, it could cost as much as to 
have a fourth man on the force. 


Chief Beattie’s report for the month 
of April, presented to Council Monday 
night, showed a total of 240 hours 
overtime... more than enough time, it 
would appear, to keep a fourth 
constable busy.

Provincial parks are due to open this 
weekend and campers will find some 
changes from previous years.

First, fees have gone up. the increase 
is designed to make the users of the 
parks pay about 60% of the operation. 


Fuel wood is going to mean another 
dip into the pocketbook. And, in four 
eastern Ontario parks, including Outlet 
Beach and Presqu’ile, there'll be a ban 
on alcoholic beverages. The ban is on 
until June 18, and is designated to 
combat rowdyism in parks during this 
time of year. 


The increase in fees is the first since 
1972. 


The new regulations call for anyone 
entering a park to pay 50 cents, whether 
that person is walking, riding a bicycle, 
in a car, or whatever. Drivers will be 
charged $I for their vehicle as they enter 
a park. 


In the last few years, the charge for 
entering provincial parks has been $1.50 
for vehicle and passengers. 


The most easily measured increase is 
in campsite occupancy fees where 
campers this year will be paying $5/day 
for campsites without comfort stations, 
$5.50 for campsites with comfort stations 
and $7 for campsites with hydro. Last 
year, campers paid $3.50/day for 
campsites and an extra 50 cents for 
hydro. 


Fuelwood will not be free this year in 
any provincial park in Eastern Ontario 
except Murphy’s Point, south of Perth 
on Rideau Lake, where development 
operations on this one-year-old park 
have created an abundance of 
firewood. Those development 
operations will keep Murphy's Point 


closed until mid-June. 


Fuelwood in all other parks will be $1 a 
bundle. 


Parks Management Supervisor for 
Eastern Ontario, Bill Barber, explained 
why the fee has been levied on firewood 
in parks. 


‘When wood was free, campers would 
make fires so large that they would warp 
grills in the barbecue racks. Racks were 
constantly warped and in need of 
replacing. This should not happen when 
fires large enough for cooking are being 
burned.” 


There has also been concern that 
much of our free firewood has been 
burned in home fireplaces rather than 
in parks.’ 

‘Supplies of fuelwood for parks is 
scarce in many areas. We hope that by 
charging $1 for a bundle we can alleviate 
some of the management problems’, 
said Mr. Barber.

County.

forgotten...ability to see No. 2 pencil on 
grey foolscap... who has those things 
now?’ 


Getting people to adjust from a 
consumer society to a conserver society 
isn’t easy. ‘People aren’t conscious of 
what it costs to flick a switch, turn up a 
thermostat or an air conditioner,’ he 
said. ‘But the board is getting excellent 
co-operation from the schools.” 


At the Deseronto public school, for 
example, custodian Gordon Brennan 
reads the water and electric meters 
twice a day, to check consumption, and 
these figures are sent to the Ministry of 
Education for analysis of the flow. The 
school gets a computer write out every 
year, comparing consumptions with 
those of previous years. 


‘The Board pretty well lets the 
principal make his own decisions,’ W. 
Muir, Deseronto principal, said. ‘For

Garden tools from 


One reason people grow home 
vegetable gardens is to save money. 
Very often, however, some of the 
money saved is spent on comparitively 
expensive garden tools and aids. 


Agriculture Canada’s gardening 
technicians at the Central Experimental 
Farm in Ottawa have used their 
ingenuity to produce inexpensive 
substitutes for some common 
gardening items. some of their ideas 
offer tips for amateur gardeners. 


Plastic bleach bottles can be cut to 
make utility scoops for many garden 
uses such as getting fertilizer or soil from 
bags, mixing soil, peat moss or 
vermiculite together and filling medium 
or large size pots. To form a scoop, cut 
out the base of the bottle and enough of 
the sides to produce a curved blade. 


A plastic bottle used to hold 
windshield washer anti-freeze makes a 
handy carryall. Cut out one side and 
your carryall is ready to take such things 
as twine, pruning shears, plant ties and 
other small objects to the garden. It can 
also be used to carry nails or screws for 
repair jobs. 


A handy tool for tamping soil in pots 
can be made from two discs of plywood

or plastic cememted together and then 
attached to a round piece of wood such 
as an old broom handle cut to a 15 cm 
length. The discs’ diameter should 
match your plant pots. 


If you have a problem with spacing 
seedlings in flats then make a simple aid 
from some six mm _ plywood and 
branches or dowel with a six mm 
diameter. Cut the plywood to the size of 
the flat and drill holes at the intervals 
you wish to place the plants. Next, cut 
the dowel the length required to make 
the holes for the plants and sharpen one 
end in a pencil sharpener. Finally glue 
the dowel in the plywood and you have 
your spacer. 


Other household items that provide 
garden aids in their second life include 
— popsicle sticks or plastic drinking 
straws to make stakes for cuttings or 
small plants, aluminum pie plates to 
make saucers for plant pots or to hang 
in the garden to frighten birds away, and 
window cleaner or non-aerosol spray 
bottles to make inexpensive atomizers 
for misting. 


The technicians have found that 
aluminum cake squares make good 
seed flats, after the bottom has been 
perforated to allow for drainage’

‘BOTTOMLESS’ LAKE INTRIGUED INDIANS AND PIONEERS 


Gifts were thrown into Lake on the Mountain as offerings to the gods

The past weekend marked the 
opening of Ontario's Provincial Parks, 
including the day use facilities at 
Glenora’s Lake on the Mountain 


During the summer months, tourists 
will board the ferry, cross to the county, 
and drive up the mountain over good, 
paved roads to the park 


But it wasn’t always like this 


When | was alittle girl, back in the late 
20's, the trip from Kingston to the park 
was a big event 


It took much longer to get there than 
it does now. My father always had a car 
in good condition. He was a doctor and 
didn’t have time for a balky car. A baby 
wasn't going to wait for doc to call atow 
truck. And there wasn’t too much traffic 
on the roads. But, back then, the speed 
limit on highway 33 was 35 miles an 
hour, and there was usually a long wait 
for the one ferry when you got to the 
end of the road 


One of my sisters always got out of the 
car before we drove it onto the ferry 
Dad was a good driver but she wouldn’t 


trust even him to drive over the two 
small planks that took us up to the ferry’s 
deck. She wasn’t going to drown, evenif 
the rest of us did. And she stayed out of 
the car until we were safely over the two 
planks at the other end of the run and 
back on solid ground 


Getting up the mountain to the lake 
was a major problem. The road went 
steeply up, back of the present snack bar 
and the Glenora Research Station and 
came out in the park at the top. Traces of 
the old road can still be seen but, in the 
late 50’s it was blocked off by posts. 


Dave Taylor, president of 
B.Q.Graphics, remembers his last trip 
up that road, in the mid-fifties, in an old 
1932 Chevy 


When | was a kid, we used to get out 
of the car to lessen the weight, and let 
my father drive it up alone. Sometimes 
we would put stones behind the wheels 
so the car wouldn’t roll back. Coming 
down was a lot more fun. Then we'd all 
stay in the car and bounce together 


As a child, | was fascinated by the 
myths surrounding what we called a 
‘bottomless’ lake.

No plans to provide Picton property owners 
with copies of by-law setting standards 


Picton has finally passed its property 
standards by-law, after months of 
discussion and preparation of the 
legislation. 


And, according to reports, it went 
through without a hitch. 


No public hearings were held 
although they were suggested, and no 
copies of the proposed by-law were 
distributed to local property owners in 
advance...nor did they have to be. 


Property standard by-laws differ from 
zoning by-laws. A zoning by-law must 
be advertised and taxpayers must be 
given copies of the by-law in advanceso 
they can make formal objections to the 
Ontario Municipal Board before the by- 
law is approved. Not so, with property 


standards legislation. 


Property standard by-laws give the 
municipality wide powers under section 
36 of Ontario's Planning Act, for 
prescribing standards for the 
maintenance and occupancy of 
property and for requiring property that 
does not conform to the standards to be 
repaired and maintained to conform or 
for the site to be cleared of all buildings, 
structures, debris or refuse and left in a 
graded and levelled condition. 


An officer and any person acting 
under his instructions may, at all 
reasonable times and upon producing 
proper identification, enter and inspect 
any property but cannot enter any room 
or place actually used as a dwelling

without the consent of the occupier, 
except under the authority of a search 
warrant. 


If the officer is not satisfied that the 
property does conform to standards, he 
can order to have repairs or site 
clearance done by a specific date. If the 
work is not done by that date, the 
municipality may carry out the repair or 
clearance at the expense of the owner. 


The owner has a right to appeal...but 
the appeal goes to a committee named, 
not elected, by the same council which 
passed the by-law. 


There is one more step that can be 
taken by an owner not satisfied with the 
committee's decision...and that is to 
take the appeal to a judge of the county 
or district court. 


A property standards by-law is not 
exactly a vote-catching piece of 
municipal legislation. It worries people. 
Is it an infringement on their rights? 


But such by-laws are becoming more 
and more necessary to qualify for 
Federal and Provincial grants. 


Last November, Deseronto passed its 
property standard s by-law. But, before 
it did, it gave property owners two 
opportunities, at well-advertised public 
meetings to voice their opinions and 
their worries. And these property 
owners came to the meetings well 
informed...every property owner had 
received a copy of the proposed by-law 
in advance. 


Graham Lodge, Picton’s town clerk, 
told the Scanner that there are no plans 
to provide all property owners with a 
copy of the by-law...even now that it is 
passed...although some copies of the 
by-law wil be available “eventually”. Je 
b y-law will be available ‘eventually’. He 
has one office copy now. 


‘The by-law is aimed mainly at 
encouraging people to keep their 
property up,’ he said and pointed out 
that by becoming eligible for 
government grants, money such as 
Ontario Home Renewal loans could 
assist people to make the required 
improvements. 


This is not too comforting a thought 
because, last year, the OHRP program 
ran out of money for Deseronto after 
only 6 of the more than 30 requests for 
help had been given assistance.

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Origin of Lake on Mountain was a mystery

For generations, it was a riddle to the 
pioneers who set up their mills to use 
the water power, and to geographers 
and scientists, defying geological and 
geographical explanation. 


The Huron Indians called it 
Onokenoga, Lake of the Gods. Native 
legends tell of the Dehyonhekwen, or 
the three sisters, who were the good 
providers living in the depths of the 
‘bottomless’ lake, and gifts were thrown 
into its waters as offerings to the gods. 


The generally accepted theory now is 
that it is fed from local springs which 
burst forth into the lake at points below 
its surface. 


And it does have a bottom. The 
measured depth is 98 feet. Varied clays 
and silt are deposited on the bottom

until bedrock is reached at 122 feet. 


What caused the depression that 
made this lake, so high above 
surrounding waters? 


The Indians believed it had been a 
‘smoking mountain’ with a mystical 
Passage to the centre of the earth. This 
fostered an early theory that it had 
volcanic beginnings. 


One theory was that the lake occupies 
a bedrock basin thought to be a sink 
hole, developed prior to the last 
glaciation in the area and isolated as 
waters receded into Lake Ontario's 
basin. 


1 got a lot of the above information 
from reading through files at Picton’s 
Public Library. | know now that the lake 
has a bottom, that it was and is fed, quite 


prosaically, by underground springs. 
But that hasn’t ruined its charm for me 
Every time | visit it, | still get the old 


feeling of awe at its existence and a whiff 
of nostalgia for the times | stood there 
with my mother, my father and my two 
older sisters, trying to peer down into 
the depths to see the bottom which

Who pays the nursing bills if parents can’t? 


Who pays if parents get too old or too 
sick to look out for themselves and need 
residential or nursing home care which 
they can’t afford? Are children 
responsible if parents can’t pay? 


This question has raised some 
controversy over the past weeks, since 
the passing of new Family Law 
legislation in Ontario. 


Under the new laws, it is an obligation 
for children over 18, who are 
economically independent and able to 
contribute, to provide financial support 
for needy parents or people who acted 
as parents. The government can’t bring 
action against a child for support of the 
needy parents but the parents can sue 
their own children. 


And costs of care, like all other costs 
today, have spiralled. For example, daily 
rate for Extended Care services in 
Charitable homes has doubled since 
1972 and now stands at $25 a day. Costs 
such as those could be crippling for a 
family man in his forties with teenage 
children to support and a mortgage to 
pay. 

Actually, there has been somewhat 
similar legislation in force for many 
years under the former Parents’ 
Maintenance Act, but it was rarely used 
in a legal action. It was, however, 
sometimes used as a persuader. The new 
laws also can be used as a persuader too 
but suing a child is entirely up to the 
parent. 


Municipal and provincial govern- 
ments are now picking up a large part of 
the tab for needy old people. 


The Scanner talked to Alan Cavell, 
senior citizens’ consultant for this 
district with the Ontario Ministry of 
Community and Social Services. 


‘A Canadian citizen, who is eligible 
for old age security pension and has no 
other resources, gets a guaranteed 
supplement from the Federal 
Government and GAINS from the 
Provincial Government. This brings the 
total income up to $298 a month,’ Mr. 
Cavell explained. 


‘There are two kinds of care. 
Residential care where meals are 
supplied and there is some general 
nursing care...up to one of one and a 
half hours a day. For conditions needing 
more nursing assistance, extended care 
services are available.’ 


Funding is different for different 
services and is very complicated. 


Take the case of extended care in a 
charitable home. If the residents can pay 
the first $8.50 a day, they do so. If they 
can't, the provincial government pays 
80% and the municipal government 
pays 20 per cent of the difference 
between $8.50 and $23 a day. The 
Provincial Government pays 100% of the 
cost between the $23 and $25 a day. If 
the costs go higher, the charitable home

Federal, Native 
representatives 
meet on Reserve 


Last week, representatives from 
native associations and Federal 
Government departments met at the 
Tyendinaga Mohawk Reserve to discuss 
increased involvement in government 
programs and decisions 


‘We feel we accomplished a lot more 
by having it here than in a cold Ottawa 
office or ata hotel,’ Ron Marsh, Director 
of the Federal Office of Native 
Employment, reported at the end of the 
three-day sessions. 


‘We had a chance to get a feeling of 
what the Reserve is all about and to sit 
down and talk with the people.’ 


The Federal Government is 
developing a policy to increase 
Participation of all native people of 
Canada in working for the government, 
in becoming more involved in 
government programs, and- in 
becoming more involved in 
government policy decision, Mr. Marsh 
said. ‘Our aim is to increase 
participation and provide opportunities 
within the government, by providing 
employment and training oppor- 
tunities.” 


Representatives at the sessions took 
time out for a lunch prepared by the 
ladies of the Reserve, which included 
the speciality, corn soup; for a tour and 
for a reception. 


Bikes, dogs, prisoners keep Bud Meeks a very busy man 


Bud Meeks is a very versatile fellow. 
Although his main business is repairing 
and selling bicycles, he also acts as 
Deseronto’s Animal Control Officer 
and, when one or both of the cells in 
Deseronto jail are occupied, he is the 
town jailer. 

In his ‘spare time’, he is working on 
renovations on his Green Street house. 
‘I’ve been at work on the house for a 
year now,’ he said. ‘Another year won't 
hurt.” 


Bud Meeks, Deseronto’s Animal Control Officer, part time jailer and enthusiatic bicycle 
repairman works on one of the bikes brought in for its spring safety check-up. 


His bicycle business in a shop back of 
his house is really booming. 


‘I'm the only one around who does 
bike work,’ he said. ‘I got into it when | 
managed a store at the Belleville plaza. 
When it closed, | set up my own business 
here and some of the Belleville 
customers are still coming to me.’ 


He picks up and delivers in Belleville 
and Napanee and is planning to open a 
shop, on June 1, for two days a week, in

Tamworth, right across from the 
restaurant on the main street. 


He gets his customers from ‘word of 
mouth’ and from a small ad which he 
runs in the Scanner every week. 


Bikes, he enjoys. Skateboards... ‘I hate 
the damn things. | could sell 150 a year 
but | refuse. | don’t want the 
responsibility of a kid getting hurt.’ 


He doesn’t mind taking the risk of 
getting hurt himself. The dogs he picks 
up as animal control officer sometimes 
bite. 


‘| picked up three about two weeks 
ago,” he said, ‘and tied them in the truck. 
Then one wouldn't let me in. When | 
tried, | got bit up pretty bad on the legs, 
knees and hands.’ 


He hasn't had any rabies shots. 


‘1 could sit here and worry about it,’ 
he said, ‘but it wouldn't do any good. | 
really love kids and | worry about them 
getting bitten by a stray dog more than! 
do about myself.’ 


Several animals from Deseronto have 
been sent away for tests and only one 
confirmed case of rabies was found in 
the past years. 


‘| knew the hazards before | took the 
job,’ Bud said. He had been a dog 
catcher for over four years, some time 
ago. 

He doesn’t have a dog of his own now. 
He did have one, but it got killed by a 
car. 


Last year, he picked up 116 dogs 
running loose and had 36 other calls for 
cats, skunks, foxes, etc. Stray dogs go to 
the pound in Napanee and, after 72 
hours, the pound has the option of

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EDITORIAL 


Editorials are usually written in the 
plural ‘we’ but this pronoun is hard to 
cope with when it comes to writing an 
editorial that is very personal and close 
to home. This time, your editor is going 
to take ‘poetic licence’ and write an 
editorial in the first person singular. 


Personally, I'm fed up with the 
doctors who are beefing about OHIP 
pay and threatening to get out of the 
plan. All | can say is let them, if they are 
that irresponsible. 


My father was an old fashioned kind 
of doctor who cared about what 
happened to his patients. In Kingston, 
during the depression years, doctors 
knew they weren't going to be able to 
collect their bills..no 90% guarantee 
like Ontario doctors have now. But that 
didn’t stop them from looking after 
families of seasonal workers...like those 
at the shipyard who only had jobs when 
the shipyard had a contract. 


We used to sit around the dining 
room table, once a month, under the 
old tiffany-type lamp, all of the family 
helping to make out the monthly bills, 
many of them accounts we knew would 
never get paid. | was only about 10, so 
my job was licking the stamps and the 
envelopes. 


My father got his medical degree 
from Queen's by teaching school on 
Wolfe Island every second year. His 
brother, who later became a lawyer and 
a K.C., worked the alternate years. And 
there were lots of times when my dad 
would stand on the shore of Wolfe 
Island and practically cry because he 
didn’t have enough change in his 
pocket to get back to the mainland to 
visit his mother. They were a very close 
family. 


Despite his own financial struggle for 
fees and other necessities, he also 
realized that the rest of the people of 
this province were forking out money to 
help to pay his bills...tuition fees didn’t 
begin to cover what it costs to train a 
medical practitioner. 


He repaid the people of this province 
by doing his very best. When he had a 
heart problem in his early forties, he 
didn’t ask anyone else to help him out. 
He went to Harvard at his own expense 


(that was a rough year, the year that | was 
born), and studied pediatrics, coming 
back to Kingston to set up a pediatric 
department at Queen’s. He didn’t feel 
competent to do any more 
operations...he might suffer a heart 
attack while operating...so he equipped 
himself to provide another needed 
service in the medical field. 


We never dunned anybody to pay. If 
they wanted to bring us a chicken for 
the family pot or whatever, we were 
glad to get it. And, after he died in his 
early fifties, we had people coming to 
my mother to offer 25 cents a week to 
pay off bills...or a day’s domestic work to 
help us out. 


All that happened not that many years 
ago. What is going on with today’s 
medical men? 


A recent editorial in the Toronto Star 
pointed out that doctors in OHIP don’t 
have to worry about collecting unpaid 
bills, sending out reminder notices, or 
risking angering some patients by 
turning over past due accounts to a 
collection agency. With OHIP, doctors 


are assured of receiving 90 per cent of: 


the approved fee schedule for all 
patients...and yet some -of them. are 
threatening to opt out of the OHIP plan. 
The editorial further pointed out that 
doctors’ own common sense and self- 
interest make a stronger case for staying 
in the OHIP plan than any government 
order could. 


Doctors put in a long training period, 
with fatiguing hours, at low pay, while 
they learn. They deserve good pay for

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Chick Peas 


Among the oldest foods known to 
civilization, these legumes are 
sometimes called ‘garbanzo beans’ in 
North America and ‘chestnut beans’ by 
the seed companies. 


Like its cousin the green pea, the 
chick pea grows ina pod and its flowers 
are so lovely and fragrant that they are 
often grown as ornamental garden 
flowers. 


In the Medtierranean area where it 
originated, the chick-pea continues to 
be honoured for its flavour and texture 
as well as for its value as a high-protein 
food. It is used in Spain a great deal, as it 
is in the Far EAst, the Middle East and in 
North Africa. Because of the Spanish 
influence most Latin-American 
countries and especially Mexico, also 
feature ‘garbanzos’ extensively in their 
cuisine. 


Chick peas have a delicious flavour, 
somewhat similar to chestnuts. They can 
be used in soups, salads, fritters, stuffing 
for chicken or turkey; they can also be 
deep-fried for nibbling, and when 
roasted they long ago served as a 
nutritious food for travellers in the 
Eastern deserts. 


You can find chick peas in cans 
(already cooked), or in dried form 
which requires soaking and cooking, in 
the same way as the common navy bean. 
In other words, soak the chick-peas 
overnight in water at room 
temperature. Next day place them in a 
heavy saucepan, cover, simmer with the

Thirty-nine years ago, this notice 
appeared in the Picton Paper: ‘Nickie 
Sargent,son of Mr.and Mrs. N. Sargent 
and one of Picton’s best all round 
athletes, left on Friday for Trenton 
where he has joined the Royal Canadian 
Air Force . Nickie has been a star in 
nearly every kind of sport, 
championship hockey, swimming races, 
diving, boxing and motorcycle riding 
His easy-going manner is known to 
everyone’. 


All through his lifetime, Nickie was a 
sports enthusiast . 


Although he was away from the 
Prince Edward area for long periods, he 
kept an interest in what was going on in 
the county. In the late forties, when the 
owners of the Canadian Unlimited Class 
hyrdoplane, Miss Canada, selected 
Picton as the site for world speed record 
trials, Nickie was in the thick of it. His 
enthusiasm contributed to Picton's 
present position as a key in the 
hydroplane racing circuit. 


He was fascinated by anything 
mechanical. He raced and repaired cars, 
boats and was joint owner of an aircraft 
which some local people may 
remember suffered a spectacular but 
non-fatal write-off at a time when both 
the aircraft and regulations were still 
somewhat primitive.

selling them or putting them to sleep. 


‘It's government inspected,’ Bud said, 
‘and a vet comes in once a week to give 
them a needle.’ 


Does he find his occasional job as 
jailer hazardous? Not at all, he says. 


‘l sit there and make sure they don’t 
get hurt, or commit suicide.’ 


The prisoners used to be able to put it 
over on him, he recalled. ‘They'd say 
they were sick and I'd call one of the 
policemen.’ 


‘But I've made friends with most of 
them. We have our regulars, often there 
because of alcohol. We did have a 
couple of rapists but aman doesn’t have 
to be afraid of them...they’re cowards.’ 


His bicycle work takes up a lot of time 
at this season of the year, when people 
are readying their bikes for the warm 
weather. 


‘Gears are kind of tricky to keep in 
repair and tires need to be checked.’ He 
sells tires as well as bikes. 


He suggests that 5 or 10 speed bikes 
are better than three-speeders which 
involve so much time in repairs. 


Bud is interested in the idea of a safe 
bicycling course for youngsters and is 
going to look into the possibility of 
setting up a safety course and bike 
roadeo in Deseronto. Similar courses, 
available from the Provincial 
Government are carried out in many 
towns with the co-operation of the local 
police and the schools.

Trying to make subsidized seniors 
hand over their rent tax rebates 


Reports have been coming in that 
some municipalities are seeking an 
amendment to existing legislation to 
make senior citizens in residential or 
nursing home care turn over their 
provincial rent rebates to the 
municipality, if the municipality is 
subsidizing any of the costs of their care. 


As we pointed out in last week’s 
Scanner, most senior citizens cay pay 
the first $8.50 of costs and still have 
about $45 a month for their own use. 
Federal, Provincial and municipal 
funding pick up the tab for the rest of 
the costs on a varying scale of subsidies. 
Rates for extended care can run as high 
as $25 a day or more...so the great 
majority of secior citizens do need some 
assistance. 


You don’t have to pay income taxes, 
in order to collect the Ontario 
Government's rental tax rebate and 
residents in residential or nursing care 
homes are entitled to collect it. 


‘The policy now is that the rebate 
belongs to the resident and the home 
can't touch it,’ says Alan Cavell, senior 
citizens’ consultant for this district with 


To Oil or Not

A letter to the editor in a recent issue 
of the Scanner, protesting the amount 
of oil on Deseronto streets and road 
shoulders, raised some controversy at 
Wednesday night’s meeting of 
Deseronto Council. 


‘I can sympathize,’-Deputy Reeve B. 
Johnston said. ‘But the complaints about 
dust far outweigh complaints about oil.’ 


Oiling is a procedure that has been used 
in Deseronto for some years. ‘It was not 
used last year and we got criticism,’ 
Deputy Reeve Johnston said. 


“Oil is the only viable answer we have 
now and we are improving roads as we 
have money.” 


He pointed out that all the oiling was 
done for this year. 


the Ontario Ministry of Community and 
Social Services.

In his question, the Hastings MP 
quoted from the findings of the anti- 
dumping tribunal on canned whole 
tomatoes originating from Taiwan 


The conclusions of that inquiry 
stated: ‘The tribunal, in light of its 
investigation concludes that the 
dumping of canned whole tomatoes 
from Taiwan has caused, is causing and 
is likely to cause material injury to 
production in Canada of like goods.’

There is a way of preventing this and 
that is by using a ‘back flow preventer’ 
which can be purchased at any 
hardware or plumbing goods store and 
easily attached to the faucet. 


OF INTEREST TO CONSUMERS 


CSA (Canadian Standards Assoc- 
iation) CO/ALR (copper and aluminium 
revised) light switches are now on the 
market place. These devices, like 
CO/ALR receptacles, are to be used in 
all new installations of aluminium wire 
and as replacement items. 


There’s an easy way to tell if the 
bathtub or sink drain is working 
properly - before a flood. If the swirling 
motion of the water going down the 
drain is clockwise, you may have a 
problem. The swirling motion should be 
counterclockwise. 


In other words, if your house is wired 
with aluminium wiring and the light 
switches are failing, replace them with 
CO/ALR switches. These switches have 
undergone heavy cycling tests and have 
bigger terminal screws which enable a 
secure connection. 


Within the last, few years, 
theCanadian home has become a bomb 
storage area. The pressurized can or 
bottle - a handy dispenser of many 
personal and household products - can 
be as lethal as a hand grenade or a 
miniature flame thrower if used 
carelessly. Hair-spray cans placed on a 
heater, pressurized containers left in 
glove compartments of closed cars 
parked in the sun have been known to 
explode, take lives and cause extensive 
damage. 


This spring, many homeowners will 
be using the garden hose to fertilize 
their lawns. Make sure the fertilizer 
goes onto your lawn and not back to the 
water system in the house. Impossible, 
you say? Not so, according to some 
plumbing inspectors. 


If househould faucets are being used 
at the same time as the outside tap, a 
decrease in water pressure could occur 
and some of the water from the outside 
hose, containing fertilizer, could flow 
backwards into your water system. 


Empty containers thrown on an open 
fire for disposal rupture almost instantly 
sending fragments for hundreds of feet. 
The use of a hair spray while smoking 
can produce flames up to seven feet in 
length. ‘i 


Warnings against all of these dangers 
appear on the labels but many people 
don’t bother reading labels and this 
kind of carelessness is causing an 
increasing number of fires, injuries and 
deaths. 


A British Army bomb disposal squad, 
fearful of booby traps, crept warily up to 
a barrel left in the middle of a 
Londonderry street. Deciding it was too 
risky to move, the bomb disposal squad 
attached a small charge, stepped back - 
and were covered by 84 pints of 
Guinness stout.

which will consist of 1,600 acres of a 
2.100-acre property bought by ARDA
